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Foundation flounders over lack of funds

Concerns are being raised 
over the continued operation 
of the Mount View Foundation 
because of a belated grant 
cheque from the provincial 
government. 

Mount View Foundation 
Chairman John Crimstead said 
current funds are running thin 
for the operation of the 3 
senior's lodges the Foundation 
administers in the county. 

“We always have an opera¬ 
ting loan because our fiscal 
year is January to January but 
municipal budgets aren't set 
until much later,” said Crim¬ 
stead. “That usually means we 
run from January to April with¬ 
out our yearly funds, then 
when we get the municipal 
requisition and the government 
grant, we pay for the first part of 
the year's operation and use 
the remaining for the rest of the 
year." 

But despite receiving all the 
municipal requisitions from 
towns in the county, the 
Foundation is running danger¬ 
ously close to broke because 
funds from Municipal Affairs, 
under the Senior's Lodge 
Assistance grant program, is 
more than a month overdue. 

Crimstead said inquiries 
into the where abouts of the 
money has shown that the 
grant had not even been pro¬ 
cessed as of last week. 

“I guess one of the prob¬ 
lems is that the department 
didn't realize that we had 3 
lodges this year instead of 2 
(referring to the lodge opened 
in Carstairs last December). I 
find that very interesting 
because they are the people 
that build them." 

Crimstead said that the 
Foundation is continuing to 
press the government to hurry 
the funds and has asked Olds/ 
Didsbury MLA Roy Brassard, 
who is also Minister Responsi¬ 
ble for Seniors, to look into the 
delay. 

In the meantime, the delay 
is making administration of the 
lodges in Olds, Sundre and Car- 
stairs a very difficult process 
said Didsbury's Foundation re¬ 
presentative Marjorie Malinow¬ 
ski.

“Because of the changes 
this year in the whole program, 
we don't even have any idea 
what kind of funding we can 
expect this year/' she said. 
“We just can't do any planning 
as a result. They've taken what 
should be a relatively simple 
procedure and made it very 
complicated." 

Both Malinowski and Crim¬ 
stead said the Foundation, 
which is composed of repre¬ 
sentatives from all the mun¬ 
icipalities in the area and the 
county, may have to turn back 
to local taxpayers for more 
cash. 

“And that's a difficult pro¬ 
position in itself considering all 
the towns' budgets have been 


set," said Crimstead. 

Crimstead added that pay¬ 
ment of the grant had been 
promised by press time. Sandra 
Lam, spokesperson for Munici¬ 
pal Affairs said she believed a 
cheque had been sent out, but 
did not have definite confirma¬ 
tion. She said delay in the pay¬ 
ment was because the grant for 
the Foundation is much higher 
this year than last and required 
a more detailed examination. 

Municipal Affairs deals with 
a number of boards across the 
province like the Mount View 
Foundation which were estab¬ 
lished under provincial regu¬ 
lation to administer senior's 
housing. 


Accident claims 
one life

A car accident near Carstairs has killed one person and 
sent three others to hospital. 

Didsbury RCMP said 75-year-old Nellie Savil of Calgary 
died last Tuesday of injuries sustained in a two-vehicle 
accident which happened about 2 km south of Carstairs on 
Hwy. 580 around 8:30 a.m. on July 28. 

Savil's passengers, Joan and Ronald Marshall of 
Cheshire, England were sent to hospital with serious injuries. 
Ronald was flown to Calgary by STARS ambulance for treat¬ 
ment of a broken pelvis. Both the Marshall's had been listed 
in stable condition. 

The driver of the second car, 30-year-old Connie White 
of Carstairs, was taken to the Mountain View Health Care 
Centre in Didsbury for treatment of injuries and was later 
released. 

Didsbury RCMP are continuing to investigate the cause 
of the crash.

When I was about 8, my folks bought The World Book 
Encyclopaedia.

Museum society looking for 
volunteers

Attempting to hold onto the 
past isn't an easy job, Ian 
Douglas will tell you 

Douglas, a director with the 
Didsbury and District Historical 
Society, said it's been getting 
harder and harder to attract 
members of the community to 
work for the Society 

"We are concerned about 
getting new blood in here," he 
said "Most of us have been in 
since the beginning and we want 
to make sure the work keeps 
going." 

Work for the Society volun¬ 
teers isn't as sedate as one might 
imagine. Douglas said Society 
president Arleen Douglas keeps

The end of a contractual 
agreement between the Shock 
Trauma Air Rescue Society in 
Calgary and the provincial 
government will not change 
emergency service for south 
central Albertans. 

STARS spokesperson Jo¬ 
anne Ballendine said residents in 
the area can still rely on the same 
emergency response from the 
society which flies the severely 
injured or ill from the rural area 
to city hospitals when needed 

"Basically with the end of 
the contract, we are just back to 
where we bill the government for 
our time in the air," said 
Ballendine. "And now we are 
just put on the rotational roster." 

STARS contract with Alberta 
Health expired last weekend 
after the society decided against 
adding a fixed wing aircraft to 
their emergency air vehicle 
service in southern Alberta. 

Ballendine said the main 
issue over renegotiation of the 
contract with Alberta Health was 
the requirement that STARS 
have 2 air craft. STARS currently 
uses a fully medically equipped 
helicopter for the transport of 
patients. The helicopter is staffed 
by volunteer medical personnel. 

As a result of the ending of 
the agreement, Ballendine said 
STARS will no longer have first 
right of refusal on priority 1 
patient transfers which have 
been initiated through the 
government. STARS will be 
added to the roster of a number 
of available patient transfer 
services and dispatched accord¬ 
ing to how the government sees 
fit. 

But while this may appear as 
if STARS will be working less in 



the volunteers very busy. 

"This isn't just an honorary 
sitting," he said. "We like to get 
things done on our own, no 
government grants. We call it 
looking after the soul of the 
community." 

Some of the work being done 
lately by the Society involves 
renovation of old school building 
which houses the museum. 
Earlier this year, the Society was 
busy fundraising for a new roof 
for the building as well as 
repairing extensive water dam¬ 
age throughout the three main 
floors caused by the old leaky 
roof Despite the damage, 
Douglas said the building has 
weathered its years well 


this area, Ballendine said STARS 
has built up a number of contacts 
over the years. 

"Will just continue to work 
with our rural contacts as usual," 
she said. 

STARS recently worked with 
the government on the develop¬ 
ment of a minimum standards 
guideline and plans to negotiate 
again for a contract when the 
time comes. The contract for 
STARS service out of Edmonton 
remains intact. 


Everything is nice and solid 
about this place, it was built 
well," he said "And it's the only 
building from Calgary to Red 
Deer with this significance. It 
was built in 1905 and all the other 
places with this type of design 
have been destroyed " 

Besides renovations to the 
building, the Society is always 
constantly on the prowl for items 
to add to the museum's collec¬ 
tion The goal of the Society is to 
depict Didsbury history, as well 
as possible, beginning at the 
prehistoric age. 

"It's hard getting people to 
realize that what they have in 
their attics or garages is 
significant," said Douglas, who 
has made many museum finds by 
scouring yard sales. "We just 
want to let people know that it 
doesn't have to be valuable to be 
valuable to us." 

F uture plans for the museum 
include the creation of a reading 
room with a historical library, a 
theme room depicting the history 
of a number of events or groups 
in the ara, and an art gallery. But 
Douglas again stressed that 
volunteers are needed to help get 
these kind of projects off the 
ground 

The museum is open Wed¬ 
nesday through Friday from 2 to 
5 p.m. E ach visit is free (although 
donations are appreciated). 
Those interested in helping 
preserve a record of Didsbury's 
past can call the Society, or 
attend one of their meetings held 
on the third Wednesday of every 
month at the museum

Seeing the look on Mark Tewksbury's face when he realized he 
had won his first gold medal was enough to make any Albertan 
believe in their dreams. 

Shattering an Olympic record and finally winning his most 
sought after goal, Tewksbury, a 24-year-old from Calgary, showed 
us that hard work and perserverence do pay off.

Dear Editor: 

Earlier this year, the CBC 
aired a T V. series ("The Valour 
and the Horror"). Two of the 
episodes—dealing with Bomber 
Command The Normandy Cam¬ 
paign-have been the subject of 
objections from veterans and 
many historians. 

The film was produced by 
Galafilm of Montreal (a privately- 
incorporated company affiliated 
with some high-profile CBC 
journalists). Perhaps on the 
assumption that they could not 
defend their message, the 
producers began attacking the 
messenger. 

The CBC officials mounted a 
major offensive, labelling a 
Senate enquiry an "inquisition." 
A number of senior journalists 
supported the CBC. On the other 
hand, evidence condemning the 
film by some of Canada's leading 
war historians never got into the 
media reports. 

At stake? The perception of 
future Canadians regarding what 
we did during the war The 
losers? All Canadians, because 
they may have been manipula¬ 
ted The series pretends to be an 
anti-war message Instead, it is 
an indictment of the Canadians 
who fought against Hitler's 
aggression 

In challenging the series, I 
am using the procedures avail¬ 
able to all Canadians; that is, the 
CBC Ombudsman and the CRTC 
The chances are, however, that 
our submissions will never make 
it out of the bureaucratic circles 

Taxpayers' money was chan¬ 
nelled to a private company 
According to letters on my file, 
the NF B is involved to the tune of 


nearly $750,000; Telefilm contri¬ 
buted $1 million. Figures pre¬ 
sented at the Senate hearings 
indicated $2.5 million from the 
CBC. Could the total cost, 
including promotion by the 
broadcaster, be close to $4.5 
million? 

These state-funded agencies 
operate beyond the reach of the 
public and parliament—and when 
anyone objects, they raise the 
bogeyman of censorship, or 
resort to personal attacks on the 
detractors. 

The whole subject needs to 
be ventilated with the public. 
Admittedly, some of the print 
media have been helpful, but 
newspaper space is at a 
premium There is an alternative. 

We have prepared compre¬ 
hensive briefs. They expose at 
least a dozen major flaws in the 
film. One focuses on the aerial 
bombardment of Cerman cities.

A cheque for 
$5 00 would be appreciated to 
cover postage and handling 
Quite apart from their validity, 
the submissions are a "good 
read" and well worth the money 
(They run from 60 to 70 pages 
each.)

Canadians to see this material.

Physically phitt!

Many Canadian children are 
not physically fit enough to play 
any strenuous game! Consider 

* Most elementary students 
spend an average of 25-30 hours 
a week in school-sitting. Most 
receive only two 30 minute 
periods of physical education 
classes a week 

* Canadian children spend 
an average of 26 hours per week 
in front of the television set. 

* 40% of Canadian children 
have at least one risk factor for 
heart disease 

* 40% of Canadian 5-8 years 
olds are obese 

* In grade 2, one child in 


four cannot touch his/her toes. 

* 30% of today's high 
school kids take physical educa¬ 
tion; twenty years ago, 80% did 

A recent Callup poll found 
that 85% of Canadians think that 
daily physical education should 
be mandatory for all students 
from elementary school through 
high school. This is not a new 
idea Even Plato recommended 
physical education. In fact, he 
suggested that for the first 10 
years of life, education should be 
primarily physical so that chil¬ 
dren's bodies grow strong and 
healthy 

There used to be a common 
saying, "sound mind--sound 
body," and the belief that the 
two really do go together In fact, 
there are studies that support 
this. One was done by French 
researchers over a 10 year 
period It showed that children 
who spent 8 hours a week on 
physical activity and 15 hours on 
academic work learned and 
retained more than children who 
did not exercise as much. 

We are conscious that 
physical activity is good for 
adults—as well as children—we 
know it can be just plain fun. 
Summer is a good time to share 
that fun! 




Province to begin road 
improvements 

The Government of Alberta will invest $3,746,621 in a 
major road improvement project in the Olds-Bowden area, 
Minister of Transportation and Utilities Al "Boomer" Adair 
and Olds-Didsbury M.L.A. Roy Brassard announced recent¬ 
ly. 

The contract was awarded to Everall Construction Ltd. of 
Edmonton, lowest of seven bidders. The job involves 
grading, base paving and final paving on Highway 2A from 
north of Olds for 13 km to south of Bowden. The project also 
includes upgrading the intersection of Highway 2A and 
Bergen Road. 

Mr. Adair said: "Upgrading this narrow section of 
Highway 2A is a high priority with area residents. Scheduled 
for completion this fall, the upgraded section will be safer for 
all traffic."

Many rural communities 
have benefited from the more 
than 3,000 projects assisted by 
the Department of Western 
E conomic Diversification since its 
establishment in 1987. 

The Department has provid¬ 
ed a total of about $1 billion in 
funding, which has levered over 
$2 5 billion in additional private 
financing And already, over $42 
million has been repaid. 

Those 3,000 projects have 
generated around 37,000 jobs- 
and some of those jobs are in 
small towns and villages where 
the prospects of employment had 
been very limited. 

This week, as WD nears its 
fifth birthday, I'd like to tell you 
about the dreams of some of the 
West's rural entrepreneurs—and 
how, during the past five years, 
WD has helped turn those 
dreams into reality. 

Let's take a look at British 
Columbia first. In the Okanagan 
town of Kamloops two paramed¬ 
ics decided that a spineboard 
widely used for the care of 
accident victims just really 
wasn't very effective or efficient;

In Alberta, in the agricultur¬ 
al community of Olds, a local 
company took a look at some of 
the problems faced by third world 
countries in obtaining water 

One of the biggest difficult¬ 
ies was fuelling and maintaining 
pumps supplying water for 
irrigation and for animal and 
human consumption. So the Olds 
company—with the help of WD 


funding—developed a low-cost, 
long-life submersible solar 
pump Now that pump is being 
sold by a world-wide marketing 
network, with full-time distribu¬ 
tors in 11 countries.

Early weaning option 
for beef producers 


Beef producers faced with 
shortages of grass or water 
should consider early weaning 
says an Alberta Agriculture 
nutritionist. 

Better growth of calves and 
less loss of condition on cows are 
the benefits of this management 
option says Dale E ngstrom, 
acting head of the animal 
nutrition section. "There are 
several advantages for both cows 
and calves A dry cow has a much 
lower requirement for feed and 
water than a suckled cow, so is 
better able to maintain her body 
weight on relatively poor quality 
pasture 

"The young, early weaned 
calf--if fed properly--is more 
efficient than an older calf in 
converting feed to grain," he 
adds 

Seldom practised in Alberta, 
early weaning of three- to 
four-month-old calves is a routine 
practice in many areas of the U S. 
Studies there have confirmed the 
benefits of early weaning An 
Ohio study, for example, found 
early weaned calves (110 days) 
and their dams were 43 per cent 
more efficient in converting feed 
into calf gain than cow-calf pairs 
weaned at the more traditional 
220 days 

"Early weaning allows a 
more efficient use of the limited 
feed you may have in drought 
conditions. That feed efficiency 
means it's cheaper to feed 
weaned calves and cows separ¬ 
ately rather than as suckling 
pairs," says E ngstrom 

If calves are weaned early, it 
does mean more work than when

a herd is on grass. "But, the 
economics are still favorable," 
says E ngstrom, "even taking into 
account the extra labor and 
management required " 

Calf nutrition and manage¬ 
ment are crucial to success in 
early weaning A balanced ration 
is key, and the most important 
ingredient is a good quality 
forage. Silage or hay can be used, 
says E ngstrom, as long as it's not 
too mature, is free from dust and 
mold, and is readily eaten by the 
calves. 

Grain should be fed at 
approximately 15 per cent of 
body weight. As well, it should 
be coarsely ground or rolled. 
Whole oats can be used instead 
of barley, but the amount should 
be increased by 10 per cent. 

"Calves need a highly 
palatable gram mix, so they will 
eat enough," E ngstrom notes. 
"You might need to reduce 
dustiness by adding two or three 
per cent of wet molasses or 
canola oil." 

Rations must include all 
necessary vitamins and minerals. 
Protein supplements should con¬ 
tain little or no urea 

One ration E ngstrom sug¬ 
gests is a mix of 65 5 per cent 
alfalfa-grass hay (about seven 
pounds per head per day), 25 per 
cent barley grain (2.7 lb./head/ 
day) and 9.5 per cent of a 32 per 
cent beef supplement (a pound 
per head per day). Barley silage 
supplemented with barley and 
beef supplement is also suitable 
Both rations are appropriate for 
300 pound calves gaining two 
pounds per day

Canola hybrid tour in Olds 


A field trial will be conduct¬ 
ed during the '92 summer season 
in Olds, Alberta by the Alberta 
Wheat Pool's Research and 
Development department on the 
initiative of Plant Genetic Sys¬ 
tems, Belgium, in order to 
confirm the potential of the new 
PCS hybrid system in Canola 

The development of new 
canola varieties with higher 
yielding ability remains one of 
the major targets of breeders 
The creation of F1 hybrids 
appears to be the most efficient 
route for reaching this goal. 
Hybrid canola varieties are 
estimated to yield 20 to 25 per 
cent more than the best 
open-pollinated varieties. Within 
this scope, Plant Genetic Systems 
(Belgium) has established its 
hybrid system which is based on 
the insertion of specific genes 
into existing varieties of canola 
and has tested the performance 
of the system in a number of 
countries. 

The system is composed of 
highly specific functions intro¬ 
ducing the complimentary traits 
of male sterility and its restora¬ 
tion, and two tracer functions 
enabling convenient monitoring 
and recovery of the desired 
plants at any stage of crop 
development. 

This trial will address the 
performance of the new system 


and the absence of side-effects on 
the crop quality under typical 
Canadian growing conditions. As 
such, the trial fits in a multi-side 
approach with trial-sites in the 
provinces of Alberta, Saskatche¬ 
wan, Manitoba and Ontario 

The total experimental area 
is approximately 550 metres 
squared and is surrounded by a 
10 m cover strip All nearby fields 
will be planted with crops other 
than canola. The crop will be 
established and grown using 
normal techniques, with addi¬ 
tional detailed monitoring of the 


test plots and the surrounding 
area After harvest, all plants 
will be destroyed and, for three 
years, the site will be monitored 
for volunteer plants which will be 
recorded and destroyed. A 
permanent record of all treat¬ 
ments in the experiment and its 
precise location will remain 
available for inspection by the 
authorities. 

The entire trial program has 
been cleared by Agriculture 
Canada, Animal and Plant Health 
Directorate, Plant Products Divi-

"In fourteen hundred and ninety- 
two 

Columbus sailed the ocean 
blue." 

These lines in an early 20th 


century poem by Winnifred 
Sackville Stoner herald the 500th 
anniversary of Columbus's ar¬ 
rival in the Americas. 

How do we interpret this 
journey? Is it an occasion to be 
celebrated, or does it mark one of 
the bloodiest turning points in 
human history? 

We have the opportunity 
now to rethink his and subse¬ 
quent encounters between E uro- 
pean immigrants and indigenous 
native peoples. 

The trip started in early 
August, 1492 from the village of 
Palos in the southwestern corner 
of Castile, Spain. 


"Friday, August 3, 1492- 
We departed Friday the 3rd day 
of August 1492 from the bar of 
Saltes at the eighth hour. We 
proceeded with strong sea winds 
until the setting of the sun toward 
the south sixty miles, which are 
15 leagues, afterwards to the 
southwest and south by west, 
which was the course to the 
Canaries." 

The voyage had begun

8 cups/2 L finely chopped onions 

4 cups/1 L boiling water 

8 cups/2 L diced rhubarb

5 cups/1.25 L granulated sugar (or more if needed) 
2tsps./10ml salt 

1 tsp./5 ml black pepper 

2 tsps./IO ml ground cloves

2 tsps./IO ml cinnamon 

Scald the cut-up onions in the boiling water. Drain and set 
the onions aside. To help prevent sticking, rub the bottom of 
a large kettle with a good shortening before adding the ingre¬ 
dients.

New bankruptcy law 
impacts farmers 


The updated federal Bank¬ 
ruptcy Act gives farmers some 
added rights and protection when 
a purchaser of their products 
becomes insolvent. 

"Two new sections in the 
revised act will interest farm¬ 
ers," says Paul Gervais of the 
farm business management 
branch in Olds. "These two 
sections provide special rights for 
suppliers and farmers who 
deliver products to a purchaser 
who subsequently declares bank¬ 
ruptcy." 

The legislation gives sup¬ 
pliers and farmers the right to 
repossess unpaid goods, and 
these rights are above every 
other creditor's claim or right 
against the purchaser for those 
goods, regardless of any other 
federal or provincial act or law 
Gervais notes The provisions 
apply to any farmer or supplier 
who supplies livestock for slaugh¬ 
ter, feed, grain, hay, fertilizer, 
chemicals or other inputs. 

Rules in the new law require 
suppliers to present a written 
claim to an insolvent purchaser, 
the trustee or receiver for goods 
that were delivered, but not paid 
for, within a 30-day period prior 
to the bankruptcy or receiver¬ 
ship. That notice of claim must be 
filed within 30 days of the 
bankruptcy. 

Farmers should note this 
time period for agricultural 
products is reduced to goods 
delivered within 15 days prior of 
the bankruptcy or receivership, 
apparently due to the 'perish¬ 
able' nature of agricultural 
products says Gervais. 

The purchaser, trustee or 
receiver must provide the farmer 
with a written notice admitting 
the farmer's right to repossess 
The farmer must exercise this 
right within 10 days after 
presentation of the written 
notice, unless the period is 
extended by mutual agreement 


says Cal Brandley, Alberta 
Agriculture's agricultural solici¬ 
tor based in Lethbridge. 

"Farmers and suppliers can 
only repossess products that 
haven't been used or further 
processed by the purchaser," 
Brandley notes. For example, a 
farmer can't repossess *eed that 
has been processed or the 
livestock that ate the feed. The 
goods must be in the possession 
of purchaser, trustee or receiver; 
be identified as the goods 
delivered; and, not be fully paid 
for As well, the goods must be in 
the same state as they were on 
delivery, and not been resold or 
are subject to any agreement for 
sale 

"And either party may apply 
to the courts if they can't come to 
an agreement,” he adds 

The updated legislation also 
has a mechanism for a business 
in financial trouble to work out an 
agreement with its suppliers. "A 
purchaser can give a farmer a 
notice of intention," says Ger¬ 
vais. This is a proposal to work 
out an arrangement between the 
purchaser and the farmer The 
notice doesn't affect the 3 -day 
period after goods were delivered 
but not paid for 

"The new legislation reflects 
new realities," adds Gervais. 
"For example, some businesses 
in difficulty can be workable 
again through reorganization or 
restructuring in cooperation with 
suppliers." 

Changes to Canada's 40- 
year-old Bankruptcy Act were 
passed by the federal Parliament 
in late June. While the act was 
given Royal Assent then, regula¬ 
tions still have not been finalized
